It is in a spirit of decp thankfulness
and not of exultation that we give utter
ance to the belief that st the present
time no place enjoys better health than
the town ot Beaufort. The ouly cases of
yellow fever which have existed here were
brought from Port Royal at the beginning
of last week and both terminated fatally,
Mrs. Casey dying on Saturday and Mr.
Stern on Sunday. The undoubted fact is
that our town was put into unprecidented-
ly excellent ssnitary condition before the
heat of the summer months came oo, and
from that time to the present the personal
attention of Intendant  Williams
has been given to the scattering of disin®
fectants and deodorizers into every lurk-
ing place of pestilence. Of course, since
the appearance of yellow fever at Port
Royal the vigilant town officials have been
doubly vigilant and large fires of sawdust,
tar and refuse rosin are burned in the
streets from sunset to suorise. Mean-
while the entire freedom from any kind
of sickness and the present auspicious
weather permit us to indulge in the
belief that Beaufort will maintain its

character as a remarkably healthy
locality which it has heretofore been
noted for.
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Our deepest sympathies are aroused
at the condition of our sister village o
t'ort Royal which is now suffering from
a visitation of fever probably introduced
by the steamer City of Dallasop a trip
from Fernandina. which after entering
and leaving Port Royal was quarantined it
New York on account of her having saileg
from Fernandina, where the telegraph
had in the mean time made known the
presence of yellow-jack. The increase iy
the number of those stricken with the
fever has caused a total cessation of Lus-
pess and a con sequent increase of want of
the necessaries of life incident to such a

YELLOW FEVER IN AUGUSTA,

The suthorities of Augusta have scen
fit to quarantine citizens of Beaufort be-
cause the yellow fever is raging in Port
Royal, ignoring the fact that o case has
yet onginated in our town. The Au-
gusta papers have not yet learned that
there have been a dugen cases in their
city, mostly refugees from the workshops
‘in Port Royal, and that one of them
named Oscar Mills, a fireman on the
railroad, died in Augusta 1 st Saturday
with black vomit. It would be much
more in accordance with reason were the
officials of Beaufort] to quarantine Au-
gusta.
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President Hayes' Southern tour is a
notable parallel of a journey made by
President Washington soon after the or-
ganization of the government. This visit
was made as soon a8 Was convenient
after the final adjournment ot the first
Congress.  Hamilton’s schewes for
fanding the State debts, levying internal
taxes on spirits and establishing a United
States hank had excited great hostility
in the South and it had been boldly
olaimed that the taxes on spirits could
never be collected. It was the aim of the
administration to reconcile all sections to
these first measures of the new, National
Government whose permanency Wwas
then, and for mapy years afterward,
constantly doubted by every faction on
whose interests particular measures were
thought to bear with an excessive weight.
The President had previously visited
New England and had been most enthu-
siastically received. The Southern trip
was made by himself without any mem-
ber of the Cabinet accompanying him.

In the month of March Washington
set out travelling with ove set of hoises
and making occasional halts. The route
projected, and of which he had marked |
out the halting places, was by Frediicks-
barg, Righmond, Wilmington N. C., and
Charleston to Savannah; thence to Au-
gusta. Columbia and the interior towns

after infinite trouble and disa-ter, there
is an appearance onee again ofa disposi-
tion in the Southern States to accord to
the Federal Government a hearty
support in wielding the national authori-
ty and enforcing the laws. Now, as
then, and with the same good motives,
the President of the United States has

laws.
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The Charge of Bribery.

The examination of Robert Smal's was
begun in Columbia on Saturday last and
postponed until Monday'in order tojsecute
the presence of that essential witness for
the State, Joseyhus Woodruff, who
tostified under oath that on the 18th of
January, 1873, he paid to Smalls, then
Senator from Beaufort County, a check
for £5,000 as a bribe to secure his vote
as Senator for the passage of the bill
appropriating the cnormous sum of
2325000 for the public printing in which
Woodruffand A. O. Jones were jointly
interested.

Leroy F. Youmans Esq., Counsel for
the State elicited in evidence by reading
the Journal of the Senate, the fact that
Smalls voted for the passage of the bill
when it came up for a third readiog. It
was also shown by the production of the
check used in consummating the cbribe
and the books of the South .Carolina
Banking and Trust Company, that on
¢he 18th day of January 1873 Woodruff
was debited with the check for $5,000
and on the same day, that amount was
credited to Smalls. _

No witnesses for the defence were offer-
ed, and further examination being waived
Mr. Smalls was bound over to the wmext
term of Courtin the sum of $5,000,
Senator Nash and his wife and Postmas®
ter Wilder furnishing the bail, temporarily
at least, with the understanding that

deemed by the Court sufficient.

The next scene of the drama will open
in the Court of General Sessionsin
Columbia on the 22nd day of October and
we must not forecast the issue, for it
must be remenibered that the defendant,
Robert Smalls has not hesitated to hold
his right hand up to Heaven, in the
presence of his fellow citizens in this
Town and call upon his God to
witness that he has never been a partici-
pant in any fraud whereby the people of
this State have been wronged of a dollar.

Senator Maxwell of Marlboro' county
underwent an examination similar to that
of Mr. Smalls, except that the amount
which he was charged with having receiv-
ed at the same time and for the same
reason was only onc-fifth as much-
During the course of the examination by
a slip of the tongue Woodruff let fall the
information that ex-Senator Jones and
A.J. Ransier had been recipients of
checks under similar circumstances.

Chief Justice Carter of Wa-hington
having issued a warrant, on the requisi-
tion of the Governor of South Carolina.
for the arrest of Senator J. J. Patterson.
a visit was soon thereafter made to the
residence of the Senator by the Marxhal,
when it was ascertained that the Senator
was notat home. His counsel, however,
knew of his whercabouts, and according-
ly prepared a petition for a writ of habeas
corpns in advance of the service of the
writ for arrest by the Marshal. When
all the preliminaries for the petition of
a writ of habeas corpus were cowpleted,
the Marshal was informed of the locality
of the Senator, whereupon the arrest
was made by him, and immediately
thereafter counsel appealed to Judge
Humphreys for a writ of habeas corpus,
the petition based on the following
grounds: First That Senator Patterson
was regularly elected a Senator of the
United States in 1872 and shortly after
came to the District of Columbia, and
has remai :ed here in the discharge of
his duties; that during the interval from
that period to the present he has visited
South Carolina several times, but that
he has committed no erive in the State,
and that he has continued to reside here
temporarily as a Senator, and therefore,
it cannot be sa’d, in the terms of the
requisition, that he is a fugitive from
justice. Second—the term of the court
at which the indictment was found was
pot the regular term of the court. It
was not held at the time and place au-
thorized by the law, and consequen'ly
the finding is of no validity and the
indictment on which the requisition was
founded is void. Judge Huwmphreys
issued the writ of habeas corpus address-
ed to the Coroner, who served it ov the
Marshal, demanding that he produce
the body of Senmator Patterson. The
Marshal, in obedience to the writ, did so.

To allow time for the arrival of the
Attorney-Geuneral of South Carolina, a
hearing was postponed until the 17th.
inst, and Mr. Patterson gave bail for his
appearance in the sum of §2500.
